Robin Butler called the August 25, 2009 meeting to order at 8:30 a. m.   The minutes from our July 
28, 2009 meeting were approved as submitted.



 

 

OLD BUSINESS: 

RSA Committee advised that they have completed the review of the proposed enhanced pedestrian 
crossing on Fernwood Blvd.  The LAP funds allocated were substantially less than the received bids 
for the proposed construction and there had been discussion that Lynx would be moving these stops 
in the near future.  The committee researched this information and discovered that the current stop 
location is scheduled for relocation and that the LAP funds have been allocated elsewhere.  The 
Fernwood Blvd. pedestrian enhancement project will go to the Seminole County BCC for their 
approval for not funding this project.  It was also determined that since the initial study, the volume of 
pedestrian incidents along this corridor had drastically reduced with the various pedestrian 
enhancements that had been installed as a temporary fix until such time as the pedestrian 
enhancement project could be completed.   

Highway lighting for the US 17-92 corridor from Lake Mary Blvd., north to Airport Blvd. as 
recommended by the RSA Committee, has been tentatively approved by FDOT.  Coordination for 
maintenance of the lighting, with Seminole County CRA staff and the Seminole County BCC is 
currently underway.  Thank you to the RSA committee for their diligence on this project request. 

NEW BUSINESS: 

There are was discussion of the locations where red light running cameras have been installed by 
various municipalities.  Each Agency was asked to send the location to Robin in an effort to monitor 
the crash data associated with each location.

PROBLEMS AND SOLUTIONS: 

5 items were discussed: 

 2006-06 signal at US 17-92 @ Bush Blvd. / Tropical Trail 

 2009-11 speed limit signs along EB I-4 (Orange Co line to Maitland) 

These two items will remain as posted due to lack of representation from FDOT able to respond. 

 2009-09 prohibition request for right turns at signalized intersection of CR 427/Ronald Reagan 
Blvd. @ Lake Mary Blvd. 

This item will remain the same as the signal has not been installed as of this date. 

 2009-14 sight distance at Oxford Road @ Fielding Wood 

This location was reviewed by SCTE and it was determined that there is sufficient sight distance 
for the posted speed limit. 

 2009-15 median plantings along CR 427 from SR 434 to Longwood/Lake Mary Road. 

The City of Longwood is currently working with staff to ensure that the Design Standards for 
median plantings are being met. 



 

FATALITIES TO DATE: 

There have been no traffic fatalities in Seminole County since May 29, 2009 (knocking on wood).  We 
are currently holding at 9 traffic fatalities in Seminole County.  It was discussed that the enhanced 
Florida safety belt law along with our multitude of traffic safety enforcement and educational efforts 
had substantial bearing on this number.
